Introduction 


In broad terms, the automotive industry in Canada includes the manufacturers of 
motor vehicles (passenger cars, trucks, buses and specialty vehicles), motor 
vehicle parts and tires and tubes for use as original equipment in the assembly 
of motor vehicles as well as in the aftermarket. Automotive production is 
directly linked to many other key industries in Canada: iron and steel, fabricated 
metals, aluminum alloys, rubber, plastics, textiles, glass and chemicals. 

In 1986, this wide range of automotive activities accounted for some 
16 percent of total Canadian shipments of manufactured products, and 
approximately 44 percent of the total of manufactured exports (fabricated 
materials and end products) to the United States. In 1986, automotive shipments 
reached almost $41 billion*, composed of $25.1 billion in automobile, truck and 
bus assembly, $12.2 billion in parts, $1.8 billion* in specialty vehicles and in 
excess of $1.8 billion* in tires and tubes. In the same year, total employment 
was approximately 148 800* persons with 49 800 engaged in automobile, truck 
and bus assembly, 16 600* in specialty vehicle production, 68 400 in parts 
production and 14 000* in the manufacture of tires and tubes.

1. Structure and Performance** 


Structure 

The bus industry consists of manufacturers of urban transit buses 
(including buses for special purpose users such as the physically disabled) 
and highway and intercity motor coaches. 

In 1986, employment in the bus industry was estimated at 2900 and 
shipments at $259 million. Exports accounted for $133 million. All exports 
were to the United States. Virtually all of the demand for Canadian buses 
is met from domestic sources. Imports, which in 1986 were estimated at 
$129 million, consisted mainly of major components such as engines, 
transmissions and axles. These components are sourced in the United States 
and account for approximately 50 percent of the total cost of producing a bus. 
Components enter Canada under the conditional duty-free provisions of the 
Canada-U.S. Automotive Products Trade Agreement (Auto Pact) implemented 
in 1965.

** Data on the industry are not readily available, since under current SIC 
Codes, buses and parts are aggregated with automotive statistics. 
Data used in this analysis are derived from company information and 
any numbers must be taken as indicators, not as absolutes. 
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There has been practically no trade in finished 
buses between North America and the other developed 
countries (i.e., Japan and the European Community). 
The North American bus is generally not suited for 
conditions in the developing world; it is too expensive 
and difficult to maintain. Trade between North America 
and the developing countries therefore consists 
mainly of exports of powertrain components and 
chassis — items which Canada does not produce. 
Most developing countries are capable of manufacturing 
bus bodies and standard school-bus type vehicles. 

There are four bus manufacturers in Canada: the 
U.S.-owned Motor Coach Industries (MCl) Ltd., with 
plants in Manitoba and Quebec; the Dutch-owned 
New Flyer Industries Ltd., based in Manitoba; the 
Quebec-based Prevost Car Incorporated; and Ontario 
Bus Industries (OBI), with plants in Mississauga, 
Ontario and New York State. The last two companies 
are privately held and Canadian-owned. 

MCI and its U.S. affiliate, Transportation 
Manufacturing Corporation (TMC), both wholly owned 
subsidiaries of the U.S. Greyhound Corporation, have 
dominated intercity coach production in North America. 
In 1987, Greyhound Corporation acquired General 
Motors' urban bus manufacturing facilities in Canada 
and the United States thereby broadening its product 
base and effectively making the company the largest 
manufacturer in North America, of both urban and 
intercity buses. 

The urban bus and the intercity bus (motor coach) 
are two distinct products serving different markets. 
The two sub-sectors are, therefore, treated as 
separate segments of the bus industry. 

The Canadian intercity bus sub-sector consists 
of MCI's plant in Winnipeg, Manitoba, and Prevost 
Car Inc. located in Ste. Claire, Quebec. Current 
employment is approximately 1500. The intercity 
bus sub-sector in Canada accounts for slightly more 
than half of total bus shipments. Approximately 
75 to 85 percent of sales are in the United States. 

The MCI intercity bus plant in Manitoba Is part 
of the company's rationalized North American 
manufacturing operations. The plant produces coach 
shells, valued at one-third of the completely equipped 
end product, and at capacity the Winnipeg plant can 
produce over 1000 coach shells annually. These shells 
are shipped to the United States for final assembly 
and trim. Some of the completed vehicles are then 
sold in the Canadian market. Greyhound Corporation's 
U.S. facilities have the capacity to produce 1200 to 
1500 buses per annum (utilizing in part the coach 
shells from MCI). The other Canadian producer, 
Prevost Car Inc., has the capacity to produce 
400 buses annually. 

The sub-sector's customers are mainly privately 
owned carriers. Some intercity coaches are also sold to 
publicly funded transit operators for commuter services. 
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A substantial portion of TMC and MCI sales are 
to major carriers. The company has been the captive 
supplier to the largest U.S. carrier, Greyhound Lines. 
In the last year, however, this has changed. Greyhound 
Corporation has sold its U.S. Greyhound Lines to GLI 
Holdings, a Texas-based investor group. With this 
sale, TMC and MCI lose privileged access to 
Greyhound Lines. 

Prevost Car Inc. is not affiliated with any carrier 
and therefore has no captive market. Prevost sells its 
products to independent intercity carriers, charter 
carriers and to special purpose users. 

The traditional competitor in the intercity market 
is the U.S.-based Eagle International, with a historical 
annual capacity of 200 coaches. Eagle is a subsidiary 
of New Trails Inc., which runs Trailways, the second 
major U.S. carrier. GLI Holdings (the investor group 
which acquired Greyhound Lines) has also recently 
acquired Trailways and Eagle International. This 
leaves Eagle as the only North American manufacturer 
with a captive market in Trailways and, through the 
common owner, privileged access to Greyhound 
Lines. The North American market, however, is in a 
very fluid situation. A number of new entrants, primarily 
from Europe, have established a presence in the 
United States and are exerting market pressure. 

The Canadian urban bus sub-sector is composed 
of Les Autobus MCI plant in Ste. Eustache, Quebec 
— a facility which until recently belonged to General 
Motors; New Flyer Industries Ltd. (Winnipeg, Manitoba); 
and OBI (Mississauga, Ontario). Les Autobus MCI 
(1200 units), OBI (600 units), and Flyer (400 units), 
have ranked third, fourth and fifth respectively in urban 
bus production in North America. Current employment 
at the three plants totals 1400. 

The sub-sector's customers are primarily 
publicly funded transit operators in both Canada and 
the United States. Canadian companies are capable 
of supplying a variety of product designs, including 
those for special purpose use, such as for the 
physically disabled. ' 

The traditional competitors in the United States 
have been General Motors (now TMC), Fixible, and 
Gillig. More recently, offshore producers, primarily 
from Europe, have opened plants in response to 
U.S. Buy America requirements. 


Performance 

The bus industry in North America has been 
producing well below its capacity for a number of 
years. The reasons for this overcapacity situation 
vary for the two sub-sectors. However, for both, the 
shifts in demand in the United States market can have, 
and have had, a very direct and dramatic impact on 
Canadian production. 


In the intercity bus sub-sector, deregulation in the 
United States, increasing competition from commuter 
airlines and railroads, and the changing demands of 
coach riders have resulted in some fundamental 
changes in the market. Declining levels of coach 
services, coupled with carriers reducing operating 
expenses by more effective utilization of coaches, 
have reduced the demand for new buses. Some of 
the larger carriers have had to retrench as airline 
deregulation increased competition from commuter 
airlines. Greyhound, the largest carrier in North 
America, had to reduce its fleet in 1985 by 30 percent, 
releasing 1300 units for rebuilding and resale to new 
scheduled or charter operators. The resulting surplus 
has further reduced the new coach market in North 
America. Thus, although deregulation also opened 
up carrier business to new entrants, especially in the 
charter field, the immediate impact has been.a downturn 
in demand. U.S. carriers have been lobbying 
unsuccessfully to cut all subsidies to Amtrak in the 
hope that intercity services can capture a portion 
of Amtrak's 21 million passengers per year. A 
restructuring of the carrier industry is under way. 

As a result of this restructuring, the North 
American market for intercity coaches has averaged 
1600 units per year through the early part of the 
1980s, or approximately 50 percent of capacity. 
More recently, the market has declined even further, 
to 1200 units. Canada accounts for approximately 
150 units annually. In spite of the overcapacity and 
weak demand, new entrants continue to exacerbate 
the pressure on the market. The Mack Bus and 
Coach Group of Mack Truck Inc. is re-entering this 
mature market, after a 20-year absence, with a new 
vehicle manufactured and marketed in the United 
States under a co-operative arrangement with Renault 
of France. Other manufacturers from Europe (Neoplan, 
Setra and Bova) have also entered the U.S. intercity 
market through their U.S. urban bus manufacturing 
facilities. This influx of producers in the U.S. market 
is the result of weak European demand and the desire 
to use surplus urban bus manufacturing capacity in 
the United States — intercity coaches can be added 
simply and cheaply. 

In spite of attempts by European producers to 
penetrate the U.S. market, MCI and Prevost have 
managed to retain their traditional share of the North 
American market. In the early 1980s, capacity 
utilization in Canada averaged 75 to 80 percent. 
Despite the downturn in the bus market since 1985, 
both companies have remained profitable. In 1986, 
Canadian plants were producing at approximately 
60 percent of capacity. 
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The urban bus sub-sector in North America faces 
an even worse overcapacity situation than the intercity 
bus industry. Projections for the growth of mass 
transit systems in U.S. cities were very optimistic 
during the oil crises of the 1970s and are partially 
responsible for this situation. Cutbacks in U.S. federal 
funds for transit systems during the 1980s have only 
further exacerbated the overcapacity situation. North 
American capacity for urban buses was approximately 
12 000 units in 1985, although the industry has since 
reduced capacity. Recently, North American demand 
for urban buses has averaged between 2500 and 
3000 annually; Canadian demand accounts for 250 of 
this amount. 

Since the domestic Canadian market of 250 units 
cannot support three manufacturers, the industry is 
highly dependent on the U.S. market. Due to the 
depressed demand south of the border, the urban 
bus sub-sector in Canada has been facing declining 
production. By 1985, urban bus production had 
declined to 900 units from the peak in 1981 when the 
Canadian industry produced 1550 units. In 1987 the 
industry only produced 600 units. Intensifying 
competition also put pressure on prices and the industry 
had to reduce capacity. The Canadian industry has 
downsized its plant capacity over the last two years 
and is utilizing surplus production space for refurbishing 
used buses. 


2. Strengths and Weaknesses 


Structural Factors 

In this industry, critical factors of success in the 
North American marketplace include the technological 
capability to design and develop a product which 
meets the safety, comfort and efficiency requirements 
of the customer, and the ability to bring the product 
to market at a competitive price. 

In product development, the Canadian bus industry 
is competitive within North America and has developed 
a lead in certain niche areas. Canadian companies 
have active R&D programs allowing them to successfully 
bring new products on to the market at a time of 
intense competition. 

The Canadian bus industry, however, could face 
a technological challenge from European competitors 
established in the United States who already have a 
technological lead in the urban bus sub-sector. In the 
intercity sub-sector, North American (including Canadian) 
producers have an edge. European intercity coach 
technology, geared to a shorter vehicle life span and 
more.luxurious charter operations, has not been cost- 
effective for regular-scheduled carriers in North America, 
where harsh operating conditions and high mileage 
are the important factors. The European producers, 
however, are beginning to adapt their buses to North 
American operating conditions. 


Indications are that Canadian input costs — labour, 
components, materials etc. — are equivalent to 
those in the United States. Canadian plants do lag 
behind U.S. facilities in terms of production 
technology. Canadian strengths, however, lie in 
targeted niche-market segments where small-volume 
orders are required and where production efficiencies 
are not as important. 


Trade-related Factors 

The Canadian tariff on buses is 9.2 percent; in 
the United States it is 3.1 percent; and in the European 
Community (E.C.), 20 percent. Japan has a zero tariff 
rate for buses. Most developing countries have 
tariffs on buses. 

Under the terms of the Canada-U.S. Auto Pact, 
Canada extends conditional duty-free entry to qualified 
manufacturers for buses and parts from all countries, 
subject to certain performance-related requirements. 
The United States restricts duty-free access to buses 
and original equipment parts originating in Canada 
and containing at least 50 percent North American 
value-added. 

Tariffs have not been a major factor in trade 
between Canada and other developed countries. 
Non-tariff barriers (local procurement policies, 
specifications), however, are a significant impediment 
to Canadian exports. These barriers, together with 
strong indigenous industrial capacity, have resulted in 
virtually closed European and Japanese markets for 
Canadian producers. In the case of the United States, 
government procurement policies, which apply to 
federally funded purchases (i.e., purchases by transit 
authorities, municipalities etc.) have been a major 
barrier to Canadian producers, overriding many of the 
benefits of the Auto Pact. This is especially the case 
for companies in the urban bus sub-sector. In recent 
years, the Buy America clauses of the U.S. federal 
Surface Transportation Assistance Act, and other 
state procurement practices, have become increasingly 
restrictive. In addition to the requirement for final 
assembly in the United States, the Buy America 
clauses have a minimum requirement of 50-percent 
U.S. content. These minimum content levels are 
being increased in two stages from 50 to 60 percent 
over a five-year period ending in 1991. Canadian 
companies which already meet Buy America 
requirements are not subject to the new U.S. content 
levels until 1992. 

In Canada, the provinces also have their own 
procurement requirements, although these are less 
restrictive than the Buy America clauses. Quebec 
requires 45-percent Quebec content for urban transit 
buses. Most other provinces give a 10-percent 
preference for Canadian purchases, (i.e., Canadian 
bids can be as much as 10-percent higher than those 
from competing countries). 
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Under the Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement 
(FTA), bilateral tariffs on buses will be phased out 
over a ten-year period. The Canadian provisions of 
the Auto Pact remain unchanged, although only 
those companies now listed in the FTA will be able 
to participate. Companies participating in Canada 
must continue to meet Auto Pact performance 
requirements to retain eligibility for duty-free 
imports from third countries after tariffs are phased 
out. Under the FTA, buses and parts exported to 
the United States will be required to meet a new 
50-percent North American rule-of-origin which is 
higher than the current U.S. Auto Pact requirements. 
Canada has also agreed to phase out the prohibition 
on the entry of used or second-hand buses from 
the United States over a five-year period under 
the agreement. 


Technological Factors 

R&D work in Canada centres on new bus 
designs, the use of advanced materials and certain 
components. Canadian companies have a lead in 
certain select, or niche, areas. All companies have 
active R&D programs and Canadian producers can 
offer products such as a new 2.6 m (102 inches) wide 
coach which has been accepted as the new standard 
intercity coach size; articulated intercity and urban 
buses: and specialized buses for specific segmented 
market niches, such as for physically disabled people. 


3. Evolving Environment 


The North American bus industry faces intense 
competition in what has largely become a replacement 
market. With a domestic market too small to support 
it, the survival of the Canadian bus industry will 
continue to depend on access to the U.S. market. 

The intercity bus market will continue to 
undergo fundamental changes due to the impact of 
deregulation. The restructuring of the transportation 
service sector is still under way, as evidenced by the 
trend towards wider, more comfortable and luxurious 
vehicles in order to compete against other transportation 
modes. In this area, Canadian producers are well 
positioned to compete; they will, however, face 
competition from U.S.-based European entrants who 
have traditionally produced more luxurious vehicles 
and are now adapting them to North American 
market requirements. 

Deregulation has also resulted in new entrants 
coming into the charter and small-carrier business. 
This could present additional opportunities to 
Canadian manufacturers.

The urban bus industry will continue to operate 
under conditions of overcapacity. Forecasts suggest 
that, in the short term, demand in Canada and the 
United States is expected to remain at 250 units and 
2500 to 3000 units respectively. In Canada, provincial 
funding for new acquisitions has not increased. In 
the United States, the depressed demand is largely 
due to uncertainty about the continuation of federal 
capital assistance and operating subsidies to transit 
authorities. In both countries, however, the medium- 
term outlook is brighter. The aging urban bus fleet 
serving North American cities is an issue which will 
have to be addressed. At some point, authorities will 
have no choice but to offer adequate funding for the 
purchase of new buses. Therefore, demand should 
increase over the medium term to about 500 units in 
Canada and 5000 in the United States. This will still 
be well below total North American capacity and 
continuing rationalization of the urban bus sub-sector 
is inevitable. 

There are other changes taking place in the 
marketplace which have an impact on how Canadian 
companies do business. Pressure is being put on 
U.S. transit authorities to encourage private-sector 
involvement by contracting urban and commuter bus 
service to private companies or individuals who 
would lease the buses from the municipality and be 
responsible for maintenance and repairs. All companies 
will now face a multitude of buyers who will have an 
impact on the purchasing decision. 

In an environment of overcapacity and intense 
competition, characteristic of the urban bus 
marketplace, niche-market strategies and linking up 
with joint-venture partners will become increasingly 
more important. 

As "Buy America" requirements become more 
stringent, this will put greater pressure on Canadian 
manufacturers in the urban bus sub-sector to take a 
closer look at the establishment of manufacturing 
facilities in the United States. These restrictions, 
combined with the intensifying competition from 
recent European entrants into the market, could 
eventually result in a shift of Canadian urban bus 
production to the United States. OBI and New Flyer 
have already opened plants in New York and California, 
respectively, to meet the requirement for final assembly 
in the United States. Canadian provincial procurement 
barriers would not appear to be sufficient to counter 
this shift, as the domestic market is too small. The 
intercity bus manufacturers in Canada are not as 
severely affected. Only a small percentage of contracts 
(e.g., sales to commuter bus services) are governed 
by "Buy America" policies. Nonetheless, orders have 
been lost due to these requirements. 


The proposed changes in the Canada-U.S. trade 
regime outlined in the FTA are not expected to have 
a major impact on this industry in the short to medium 
term. The removal of the Canadian ban on the import 
of used buses will have some impact on the intercity 
bus market in Canada by providing a cheaper 
alternative. This could result in a shrinkage of the 
domestic market for new coach manufacturers. In 
the longer term, as Canadian tariffs decline, increased 
competition can be expected, especially in the urban 
bus sub-sector from European-owned facilities in the 
United States. 


4. Competitiveness 
Assessment 


The bus industry in Canada will continue to 
depend on exports to the United States for its survival. 

In the case of the intercity bus sub-sector, . 
Canadian motor coach manufacturers are competitive 
in the North American marketplace and are well 
positioned to compete in the deregulated environment. 

Canadian urban bus manufacturers have 
demonstrated their ability to compete in the U.S. 
market against traditional U.S. suppliers. Canadian 
strengths lie especially in targeted market segments. 
With the exception of these niche markets, It is 
expected, however, that Canadian producers will 
find it more difficult to compete against new entrants 
located in the United States, in particular those from 
Europe. These companies benefit from both federal 
and state incentives and are able to meet Buy America 
requirements. In a situation of severe North American 
overcapacity, it is expected that the restructuring 
of the North American industry will continue. With 
increased competition from the technologically 
strong European manufacturers, Canadian producers 
are vulnerable. 

The FTA is not expected to have a significant 
impact on the Canadian bus sector in the short to 
medium term. In the long term, the removal of the 
Canadian tariff could lead to increased competition in 
the Canadian bus market from U.S.-based producers.
